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MUST TOE THE MARK.

Mayor Gourley Calls for the Rolls
of Department Employes.

ALL NON-EESIDENTS MUST RESIGN,

Chiefs Propose to Enforce the
Beverest Discipline,

City

NAMES OF THOSE WHO DEAW BALARIER

Mayor Gourley has earefolly examined
the lists, submitted at his request by the
Chiets of Public Works and Public Bafety,
of the names of every employe on the pay-
roll, their place of residence and their com-
pensation. This list was asked for by the
Mayor to ascertain just how many men
there were on the pay-roll who were not
residents of the city and therefore illegally
employed.

The Mayor had found one boy in the
Building Inspector’s office who was a non-
resident, and called Chief Brown's atten-

tion to it, the result being that the
bov's name was stricken from the
roll. At that time the Mayor received an

snonymous communicstion which alleged
that there were many others on the roll
who had me right to be there. In going
over the list, as presented to him, only two
nop-residents were found. One was L J.
Cratty, of Crafton, in the City Engineer’s
office, and the other, Sidney Totten, book-
keeper for the Department of Public
Safety, who was temporarily residing at
Glenshaw. Both these men have sinee be-
come resydents and the Mayor is satisfied
Muast Live Up to the Laws

The Msyor said yesterday that he de-
sired to have all the laws lived up to and
will use every meaus at his command to see
that they are, but he is not looking for
trouble and will make none so long as every
man employed by the city does his daty.

It has become generally undersiood sbout
City Hall that the retorm spirit has taken
hold of Chiefs Bigelow and Brown, and
henceforth the subordinate officials oand em-
plores in the Publie Works and Safety De-
partments will find it to their advantage to
walk a wvery straight and narrow line.
There isa determination on the part of the
department chiefs, in which they are backed
strongiy by the Mayor, that every man must

erform his duties strietly to the letter, and
if any fail, off will go their heads. There
have been a number of men drawing pay
from the city who have been slipping along
in a happy-go-lucky way, either allowing
others to do their work or negleciing it en-
tirelr. The excessive use of saleoholie
stimulants has also been the eanse of much
trouble to both Chiefs Bigelow and Brown,
but they have resolved to submit to it no
longer, and no matier how exalted the po-
sition of their subordinate who breaks the
rule of sobriety, he will be displaced forth-
with

Masn'"t Mix Drinking With Working.

Chief Bigelow has already applied the
rule in his department. One of his most
trusied men has been disciplined by s short
suspension, snother hes been marked for
finul discharge, and the fate of one or two
others who kold responsible positions is
trembling in the balance. The chief has
taken a decided stand, and there is little
doubt but that he will bring his men to
time. There are several places in Chief
Brown's department where his new rule
will have the effect of creating vacancies
unless some of his men make a decided
change in their habits, but he realizas the
necessity of sobriety and striet attention to
doty, and has made it known throughout
his depariment that offenders will be sum-
marily dealt with
